Tightens Rules 
On P a y m e n t 
Of Officers ’ Fees 


A court order was handed down 
today by Judge W. C. Sheely includ­ 
ing more strin g e n t rules relatin g to 
fees of constables and justices of the 
peace in A dam s county 
T oday’s 
order requires m ore com plete infor­ 
m ation on the n atu re of th e costs 
and dem ands affidavits from officers 
involved in the cases. 
T he court order says, in part: “Be­ 
fore any item of costs payable to 
any justice of th e peace or con­ 
stable included in any bill of costs 
in a crim inal case shall be approved 
by the district 
attorney and 
the 
county solicitor, taxed by the clerk 
of th e courts, or paid by th e county 
treasurer, th ere shall be attached 
thereto an affidavit by such justice 
of the peace and an 
affidavit by 
such constable th a t such bill is true 
and correct an d represents services 
actually perform ed by such officer 
in connection with th a t case, and 
that charges for th e sam e services 
are not included in any other bill of 
costs, and if such bill includes item s 
for mileage, th e affidavit shall in ­ 
clude a statem ent of how m uch m ile­ 
age was incurred, the purpose for 
which it was incurred and the nam e 
of the places visited on such trips, 
and if such bill includes charges for 
com m itm ents and jail releases, such 
affidavits shah include a statem ent 
of

thereof.”

29 NEW RELIEF 
CASES OPENED 


T he relief load in Adam s county 
was increased by 26 cases during the 
week ending December IO when 29 
cases were opened and only three 
were closed, figures released by the 
Pennsylvania D epartm ent of Public 
A ssistance reveal. 
Loss of private em ploym ent a c ­ 
counted for the opening of 18 of the 
29 cases. 
W ith the addition of the 26 new 
eases the county’s rolls reached 206 
A total of 752 persons are included in 
these cases. T he weekly expenditure 
for relief Is $1,438.60.
